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Bullets and Beer 
A Chat with Mystery Author Robert B. Parker 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

It's been nearly ten years since we last talked with 
novelist and Spenser creator Robert B. Parker about his 
time growing up in Mattapoisett and, of course, his three 
best-selling mystery series. Now, Mr. Parker is returning 
to his roots and his former hometown on Friday, July 8 for 
a reading and book-signing to benefit the Mattapoisett 
Free Public Library. We chatted about his two latest 
novels. Cold Service and Appaloosa, his formative years in 
Mattapoisett, and his friendship with actor Tom Selleck. 

Wanderer: Tell me about growing up in 
Mattapoisett and your past ties to the area. 

Robert B. Parker: I lived in Mattapoisett from 
1944 until 1950, between the ages of 11 and 17. Then I 
went away to college and my family moved and life went 
on. I went to Center School then I went away to prep 
school during that period, but Mattapoisett remains a 
kind of special place in my memory. I still talk about (it) 
as the place where I grew up, even though Fve lived ... in 
many other places since. 

Wanderer: I know a lot of local landmarks and 
local towns have made their way into your books, either 
in real or fictional form. 

Parker: Sure. If I have someone coming from a 
place, it might as well be Fairhaven or Marion or Roches- 
ter or something. As I say, even though I only spent six of 
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my 72 years (in Mattapoisett), it always seemed to me the 
place where I grew up. I remember it well . . . and I came 
back last year for a reunion with the Center School group 
and the town has not changed much. That is, the town 
itself. (Route 6) looks a little different here and there. But 
it was essentially the same town I lived in 50 years ago. 

Wanderer: YouVe chosen Double Play for a book 
reading and discussion here in Mattapoisett. I sense the 
Bobby character to be somewhat autobiographical. 

Parker: The events of the story happened during 
a period when I lived in Mattapoisett, so if we're going to 
do something for discussion related to the Mattapoisett 
Library, I figured that would be an appropriate one since 
the Bobby character was 15, which is the age I was when I 
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lived in Mattapoisett. So I thought it would connect. 

Wanderer: Given your love of baseball — and last 
year's World Series — I think it's also very timely. 

Parker: (laughing) Yes. And whether it happens 
again, we'll see. It was the best unimportant thing that 
ever happened! 

Wanderer: Unimportant? 

Parker: Well, you know it's not like having your 
children born, or getting married, or coming home from 
Korea. I came back from Korea (across) the Golden Gate 
Bridge — I mean, that was important to me. But the Red 
Sox winning (the World Series) was certainly a pleasure. 
They lost the World Series two years ago, for instance, but 
people don't even remember. 

Wanderer: You've told (Library Director) Judy 
Wallace that you spent a lot of time in the Mattapoisett 
Library. Were you a voracious reader as a child? 

Parker: Sure. I went to the library a lot and I 
always read. My father read to me as a little boy and I was 
always a reader. I got a lot of books from the Mattapoisett 
Library and got a lot of books from various stores in the 
area . . . there were a lot of pulp magazines, too, during 
that era. 

Wanderer: Do you think libraries are still viable 
today with the advent of computers and the Internet? 

Parker: Yeah, I assume so. I mean it provides free 
books to those who want to read. I don't know anyplace 
else where that's available, including the Internet. I think 
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the Internet (book sellers) are a lot bigger threat to the 
book stores than the libraries. I have noticed that the big 
chains are making themselves more like libraries in that 
they have coffee shops and reading areas. I assume 
libraries will be around with us for a while. Of course, 
writers would like to have a way to get royalties on the 
books that libraries lend . . . you know, if 75,000 people 
read it, I don't get paid! (laughing) 

Wanderer: Let's turn to your long-running and 
popular Spenser series. The latest. Cold Service, focuses 
more on Hawk . . . did you ever think he would break out 
as such a compelling and popular character? 

Parker: I never thought about it one way or 
another. People find him fascinating and that's good. But I 
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have no views on it. You know, he wasn't in the series 
until the fourth book. Promised Land, and he's not in every 
(Spenser) book — I figure I can ration him out a bit. But, 
yes, people certainly seem to be taken with him. 

Wanderer: I understand we'll be getting a rare 
double-dose of Spenser this year with another in the 
series coming out this fall? 

Parker: Yeah, it's called School Days and I think it 
will be out September 27. 

Wanderer: Did you shuffle your usual schedule of 
one Spenser book a year for any reason? 

Parker: I didn't do it. The publishers changed it. 
So in the future there will continue to be one each of 
Spenser, Jesse Stone and Sunny Randall. And Spenser 
(books) will start coming out in the fall hereafter. That's 
their business — I write, they sell. 

Wanderer: Do you ever plan to just end the 
Spenser series, or maybe even kill off Spenser like John D. 
MacDonald did with Travis Magee? 

Parker: No, I have no intention of it. I plan to 
keep writing them until I fall from the chair (and) lay 
dead on the floor. 

Wanderer: Tom Selleck just debuted as Jesse 
Stone in (the CBS TV movie) Stone Cold, which I thought 
was excellent. 

Parker: Yeah, I thought it was very good, too. I 
had very little to do with it, so I can say that without 
bragging. We're doing two more . . . they're preparing to 
shoot them in Nova Scotia in July and August — two

• Do you have the skill and knowledge needed to manage your investment? Is 
professional investment management needed? 

• How much money is there available to invest? Are smaller amounts of money 
available periodically, or is there currently a larger, lump sum of money?

movies, back to back, for CBS. The first novel. Night 
Passage, will be the next movie, which will be like a 
prequel; and then Death in Paradise will be filmed second. 
There's also talk of a fourth one, too. 

Wanderer: Some have likened the fictional town 
of Paradise, MA (in the Jesse Stone novels) to Marblehead 
... I actually noticed shades of Mattapoisett in there. 

Parker: Yeah, well you know my parents moved 
to Marblehead when they left Mattapoisett. I had gone off 
to college already, so I don't think of myself much as a 
person who lived in Marblehead. But (Paradise) is a 
seaside town, probably a little upscale from Mattapoisett. 
But I grew up in my formative years in a seaport, seacoast 
town in Massachusetts, so I use what I know about it. It's 
Marblehead, it's Mattapoisett, it's a little bit of Lynnfield 
where we used to live when the kids were small ... it is 
what I want it to be and as long as it's fictional I can make 
it anything I want. If I need there to be a lake or a river or 
a mountain or whatever, I can stick it in there. 

Wanderer: Tell us about your relationship with 
Tom Selleck and how he came to play Jesse Stone. 

Parker: Well, he was the winner of the Robert B. 
Parker look-alike contest! {laughing) No, he came to us. I 
had worked with Tom before . . . writing part of the script 
for Monte Walsh. I was brought on just to do some polish- 
ing and cleaning up, but I did so much (work on it) that 
the Writer's Guild decided I should get a credit. We did 
that together and Tom was interested in Jesse Stone. We 
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talked about it off and on (and) played with another script 
idea for a while. Then, when Stone Cold came out, he read 
it and thought this was the one for him. He approached 
me and my agent and we were in business. Tom and I are 
casual friends. I had dinner with him in March when I 
was out there. So, he's a little taller than I am — so what? 
(laughing) 

Wanderer: When I was reading the books, I never 
pictured him in the role, but after seeing the movie, I 
think he's perfect! 

Parker: He is perfect . . . shows what we know! 

Wanderer: What about the plans for possible 
Sunny Randall movies — I know Helen Hunt was your 
choice to play her. 
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Parker: Yeah, that character was written for Helen 
Hunt to play but so far she hasn't been able to get it 
together to do it. There's some talk of maybe doing it as a 
series of television movies like Jesse Stone without Helen 
— that is, with someone else. Sony has the rights to make 
the Jesse Stone movies and they also have the rights to 
make Sunny Randall movies. At least that's what's 
cooking right now. 

Wanderer: Any plans for future Spenser movies? I 
know Joe Mantegna starred in a few made-for-TV movies 
recently. 

Parker: No, not at the moment. There is some 
very pie-in-the-sky talk about bringing it back as a series 
with new actors in a sort of upgraded, modern, hip 21st 
century version. But, we'll see. Most of the things that are 
said in Hollywood don't happen. Fortunately, I have a 
day job and I stick with it! 

Wanderer: Speaking of your day job, could you 
talk about your writing process? Right now I think you're 
more prolific than you were 10 years ago! 

Parker: (laughing) I noticed one day that it only 
took me a couple of months to write a novel and I don't 
play golf or fish, so it occurred to me that I could perhaps 
leave my wife and children well off in my departure 
someday. I do 10 pages a day and I normally do it five 
days a week and that produces four to five books a year. 
So I'm ahead — I'm working on a Jesse Stone novel right 
now which is scheduled to be published in 2007. I'm 
finished with the books for 2006. The next Spenser is

done, the next Jesse Stone, the next Sunny Randall, and 
the next Spenser, too. Fm four books ahead. And they 
publish three a year, so Fm building up a little backlog. 

Wanderer: Your latest, Appaloosa, is a return to the 
western genre after Gunman s Rhapsody. Are there any 
other genres you're interested in tackling? 

Parker: No, I really don't have anything in mind 
other than keep doing what Fm doing. I might do another 
western sometime, that will depend on how this western 
sells. If I can get X dollars for another western and X times 
10 for another Spenser, guess which ITl choose? 

Wanderer: I read you don't work from outlines, 
you just start writing and let the story take you where it 
will. 

Parker: I just start out with a premise and write 
the first chapter. A premise like, say. Hawk is badly 
wounded and has to seek revenge ... so I open with that 
and see what happens. I don't know where I'm going, I 
don't do a second draft — what you read is my first draft. 
They just sort of plug along. That's one of the reasons I 
can do a number of books a year, because I'm not going 
over them and over them. 

Wanderer: That's one thing I like about your 
writing — it's very spontaneous. There doesn't seem to be 
a lot of contrivance to it. 

Parker: That's my hope. Thank you. 

Wanderer: I also read you're not a fan of people 
overanalyzing your work. I know there have been a 
couple of books written about you.

written the Myth of America, but if they don't, that's okay 
I don't think too hard about all that, but I have no objec- 
tion to it. Feel free to analyze (it), but I won't read it. 

Wanderer: I read your favorite book was All Our 
Yesterdays, which I would pick as my personal favorite, 
too. Alfred Hitchcock also cited the little-known Shadow of 
a Doubt as his best film, which I also think is his finest 
work. Does the public just not "get it" sometimes? 

Parker: If we knew that we'd write nothing but 
best sellers. {All Our Yesterdays) was well-published, it got 
good reviews, I promoted it well, the publisher did a good 
job with it, the public just didn't want to buy it. I don't 
know why. 

Wanderer: It's certainly a departure from the 
Spenser novels . . . more of an epic family novel on par 
with The Godfather. 

Parker: My audience may have thought: 'Oh, 
that's too long and complicated.' I have people who like 
that book, whereas others might not want to read a big, 
long book by some guy they think is just some detective 
writer. I don't know. I really don't have even a useful 
theory on it. It doesn't change the fact that I think it's the 
best book I've ever written, but the public did not agree. 

Wanderer: Well, I happen to think it's very good 
and I'd recommend everyone to seek it out. 

Parker: Thank you. 

Wanderer: So, you'll be coming back home to 
Mattapoisett on Friday, July 8. There's a bunch of events 
planned for that day.

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Dead Again

Land of the Dead. Starring Simon 
Baker and Dennis Hopper. Directed 
by George A. Romero. Running 
time: 93 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The key to George A. Romero's Dead films is that, 
movie by movie, the flesh-eating zombies be- 
^■4, come more and more sympathetic — animalistic, 
but pure and sincere, compared with corrupt human survivors — until, 
in the new fourth entry Land of the Dead, they emerge as something like 
heroes. Breathes there a moviegoer with soul so dead who won't cheer 
on the zombies as they tuck into a refreshing midnight snack of rich 
people? Romero has always used his zombie films as vehicles for social 
commentary, and here, several years after the dead began to rise and 
eat the living, the city is separated into two segments: those who are 
wealthy and white enough to afford a safe skyscraper existence far 
away from the moaning undead; and everyone else. What's more, the 
zombies have grown tired of being used for target practice. Through 
instinct, or perhaps through trial and error, they have begun to learn. 

For many horror fans, Romero's Night of the Living Dead (1968) and 
Dawn of the Dead (1979) are the gold standard of independently fi- 
nanced fearmaking. His Day of the Dead (1985) was by necessity trun- 
cated — Romero simply didn't have the budget to realize his initial 
concept — and it was a bitter and frustrated movie, yet still offered 
some pleasures. Two decades have passed since Romero has put a 
zombie in front of a camera, and the danger is that some fans will bring 
to Land of the Dead twenty years of anticipation, dreams of the epic 
Romero should have been free to make for all these years in limbo. 
Forget all that. The film cannot and will not meet such expectations; no 
film could. What it does, and does tightly and with a finely wrought 
sense of purpose I haven't seen from Romero in a very long while, is to 
tell a ripping good zombie yarn. 

The hero, of a sort, is Riley (Simon Baker), a weary veteran of 
warfare with the "stenches." He rias built an impenetrable transport rig 
called Dead Reckoning, and in it he and his men travel to hot spots in 
the zombie-laden areas of the city, scavenging for supplies. (This saga 
may have begun in 1968 in our time, but in the movies' timeline we're 
probably only talking about a span of a few years, which would explain 
why there are still places that can be scavenged from.) One of Riley's 
men, Cholo (John Leguizamo), has other ideas; his scheme is to hijack 




Dead Reckoning and threaten to blow up the rich-people sector of 
Fiddler's Green unless the boss of everything, Mr. Kaufman (Dennis 
Hopper), gives Cholo a large amount of money. Meanwhile, a band of 
zombies, gradually growing in number, line up behind a vengeful 
zombie (Eugene Clark) who, like "Bub" in Day of the Dead, is a rather 
quick study. 

The movie is fast but never rushed; with a master's control, 
Romero sets his characters in motion and against each other. Special- 
effects guru Tom Savini isn't in charge of the gore this time (he does 
reprise his role from Dawn, though, a brutal machete-wielding biker 
now turned shambling zombie), but Savini's loss is Greg Nicotero's 

fain; his zombie make-up is, dare I say, subtly crafted, and the splattery 
its are suggested more often than sf\own, just as in Night of the Living 
Dead. I'd also say that, with a cast including Asia Argento as an ex- 
hooker Riley rescues and Robert Joy as a sort of Lennie to Riley's 
George, not to mention dependable veterans Leguizamo and Hopper, 
Land of the Dead boasts the best acting since Night. The movie success- 
fully brings this series full circle, or perhaps begins (dare we hope?) 
another trilogy. Hey, if George Lucas could do it, why not this much 
more visionary George? 

Land of the Deaa quieted my misgivings early on, when we see 
zombies chained up for cheap entertainment at some punk-goth dive 
frequented by the scummy dilettantes of the city. You ache for one of 
those poor zombies to break loose and gnaw some meat, and soon 
enough they do. In the Dead films, Romero shows us humanity at its 
most callous, against which the guileless hunger of the zombies seems 
innocent. Supposedly soulless, the flesh-eaters have more soul than 
those trying to eradicate them. Romero understands his genre from top 
to bottom: The subject is not humans but monsters, and how they reflect 
each other, and how, as Nietzsche put it, humanity consists mainly of 
battling monsters without becoming one. It's a message that has been 
uniquely relevant in every decade Romero has advanced it, and it is 
ultra-relevant now.

With the pending return of Mattapoisett native and 
mystery master Robert B. Parker on July 8, Fm sure many 
of you may be dusting off those Spenser books sitting on 
your shelf or, better yet, scouring local libraries and book- 
stores to catch up on your Parker reading. As one of today's 
most prolific authors — he's now surpassed fellow New 
Englander Stephen King, who for me was the textbook defi- 
nition of "oversaturation" for a long time — it can be diffi- 
cult to choose from his vast canon of 
titles. So I thought Fd offer a short list 
of five ''must reads" and otherwise 
lesser-known books to satisfy your 
Parker fix. 

• All Our Yesterdays. 
I was thrilled to learn Mr. Parker 
agrees with me that this rich, dense, 
epic novel of three generations of Bos- 
ton cops is the finest book he's ever 
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seller or even most popular work, but for me it remains 
his greatest achievement. Die-hard Spenser fans may be 
disappointed with the lack of quick quips, Chandleresque 
dialogue, and culinary delights, but it certainly has all the 
hallmarks of Parker's keen ear for credible dialogue and 
his Shakespearean sense of character motivation. This is 
the underrated hidden gem in Robert B. Parker's catalog I 
love to recommend to readers. 

• Cold Service. 

I have to admit, I'm as big a fan 
of Parker's long-running Spenser se- 
ries as anyone. To me, each successive 
entry is like a fine bottle of aged wine 
just waiting to be opened. And like 
good wine, Parker's tentpole creation 
just gets better and better. Fd be hard- 
pressed to find a real clunker in the 
30-plus series, but his latest. Cold Ser- 
vice, is a great page-turner. Not to 
mention the fact that the plot is centered on Spenser's long- 
time cohort Hawk, who remains the series' most fascinat- 
ing character. Granted, the plot isn't wholly original — it's 
more or less a retread of Small Vices in which Spenser is 
seriously injured and Hawk nurses him back to health, with 
the two switching roles here — but the style and execu- 
tion are still impeccable.

This book 
has all the earmarks of the best Spenser mysteries but I 
like how Jesse relies more on his brains than brawn to crack 
the case of a yuppie serial-killing couple in the otherwise 
idyllic seaside town of Paradise, Massachusetts. 

• Double Play. 

An interesting departure for Parker, this baseball-mys- 
tery/ semi-autobiographical novel tells the tale of Burke, a 
fictional bodyguard hired to protect Dodgers great Jackie 
Robinson. The author's love of baseball during its golden 
heyday drives the narrative and there's plenty here for fans 
of the Spenser series to relish: Burke is obviously part- 
Spenser, part-Parker, but uniquely his own man. Given the 
recent Red Sox World Series win and Parker's known af- 
fection for the Boston team, I would have enjoyed more 
local references, but not even Robert B. Parker could have 
detected a championship Red Sox win on the horizon. 

• Family Honor. 

Parker's third ongoing series fol- 
lowing the exploits of female detective 
Sunny Randall has run hot and cold 
for me ... well, honestly, more often 
cold than hot. But of her four novels 
to date, I think the first remains the 
best of the lot — a rarity for Parker, 
whose two male-centered series have 
only ripened with age. Sunny and 
Spenser share far more than the 
author's name on the cover, but in her 
first outing she calmly and cooly 
tracks down a runaway teenager with a style and grace 
that would surely make Spenser proud.

Your Questions on Dental Implants 

^) How long does the dental implant procedure take? Will I be without teeth or 
unable to eat for a long time? 



A 



The first phase of treatment is the actual surgical placement of the implants. This procedure is usually done during a single 
visit. The implant will remain covered, underneath the gum, for about three to six months. During this time osseointegration (the 
biological bonding of the jaw bone to the implant) occurs. Through this healing period, you will probably wear your modified denture or 
temporary bridge to continue normal activities with few restrictions. You will, however, need to follow a modified soft diet for the first 
couple of weeks after surgery. 

The second phase of the procedure involves an evaluation of the implant to ensure that it is firmly imbedded in the bone. The 
top of the implant will be exposed and a small titanium abutment (post) will be attached to the implant. Modifications will be made to 
your temporary teeth to allow you to continue wearing them until you complete the next phase of treatment. This second phase usually 
takes one or two visits. 

During the third phase, your new definitive replacement teeth are created and fitted. This involves a series of appointments to 
make impressions of your mouth and to "try-in" your replacement teeth at key steps in their fabrication. These "try-in sessions" are 
necessary to ensure that the size, shape, color and fit of your new teeth will completely blend with and match your individual facial 
characteristics and, if present, your remaining natural teeth. The third phase is usually completed in six to eight weeks. 

Mini Dental Implants are an alternative to this three phase scenario. All three phases (noted above) are completed in a single 
sixty to ninety minute appointment. Mini Dental Implants are most commonly used for the purpose of securing loose removable lower 
dentures. _ _
